He was 
found in a dying condition in a garden 
adjdéining the residence at an early 
hour this morning by Dr. Harris. The 
mati died from loss of dDlood. Mr. By- 
ington had been here for several days 
for his- health and appeared very de- 
epondent. He had a wife and two 
children in Atlanta, from whom he re- 
ceived letters daily, but none of the 
lett@rs nor the addresses of his fam- 
{iy could be found In his room. It ap- 
peafs that he carefully destroyed the 
all before committing the act of self- 
destruction. Officers in Atlanta have 
been notified and an effort is being 
made locate his family. Investiga- 
tion showed that did not occupy 
his foom at all during the night.

Unconscious in @ Room 
Filled With Gas 


NID WOT LIVETO TEL 
WHY HE TURNED ON GAS 


Friends Believe That He May Have 
Used the Gas in an Attempt to 
Alleviate Excruciating Pains 
in His Head—Was in 
*Vretched Health, 


Lying unconscious on his bed in a 

room filled with @as at his residence, 
20 East avenue, Dr. John D. Jordan, 
of the Jackson Hill Baptist 
church, and one of the most promi- 
nent Baptist ministers in the south, 
was found shortly after 2 o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon by Dr. and Mrs. A. B. 
George, who are attending the con- 
certed Baptist revival now going on in 
Atlanta. 

Dr. L. C. Fisher and two other phy- 
sicians were summoned to the scene, 
and did heroic work, but were unable 
to relieve Dr. Jordan, who died shortly 
afterwards from asphyxiation. 

For many months he had been labor- 
ing under difficulties, his health hav- 
ing been very poor, impaired by hard 
and incessant work. Recently 
he had complained of violent pains, 
shooting through his head, at times so 
severe as almost to drive him frantic. 

His friends are of the opinion that 

either used the illuminating gas in 
endeavor td ease his pain, or that 
an irrational moment he turned 
the gas. 

It is not known just exactly how the 
gas escaped, but it is stated that Dr. 
Jordan had been inhaling it from a 
small gas stove which had been placed 
close to his bed. 

Dr. Jordan recently went to Cuba in 
company with Deacon B. G. Wilingham, 
and returning believed himself much 
improved. Since that time he has been 
under the ¢onatant care of physicians,

On account of the fact that Dr. Jor- 
dan was alone at the time of his death, 
the circumstances in connection with 
it are wanting. It is probable that he 
was semi-conscious for some time, and 
consequently unable to summon as- 
sistance. In a comatose condition he 
was found in his room by E. D. George, 
a Singing evangelist, who has for a 
number of days been a guest at Dr. 
Jordan's home, and who had just re- 
turned from noonday services at the 
First Baptist church. Mr. George at 
once summoned medical assistance, but 
Dr. Jordan was already too far gone, 
and dted in spite of the heroic efforts 
of the three physicians present. 

History of His Life. 

John D. Jordan was born forty-eight 
years ago, near Russellville, Ky., re- 
ceiving his early education at Bethel 
colleme, and subsequently, in prepara- 
tion for the ministry, at the Southern 
Baptist seminary in Louisville. His 
most important pastorates have been 
in Little Rock, Ark.; in Savannah,

E. M. Roberts of a violation of the 
state state prohibition law because he 
kept in a warehouse adjoining his 
residence a supply of beer which was 
used as one of the essential ingredients 
of a soft drink sirup which he manu- 
factured.

tion which it puts upon the state pro- 
hibition law, not only as to the point 
mentioned, but also-as to others which 
are of interest and significance. 
Small Per Cent of Alcohol, 

Dr. Roberts is a chemist and manu- 
facturer of certain sirups used in 
making soft drinks, the sale of which 
is perfectly legal, and so recognized. 
One of the essential ingredients of 
these sirups is an insignificant per- 
centage of alcohol which is obtained 
by the use of beer. In the rear of his 
residence on Courtland street Dr. Rob- 
erts kept a supply.of beer in a sort of 
storeroom or warehouse, which, it was 
shown, was in no sense a public place, 
and from which the. beer was removed 
only to be used immediately th the 
manufacture of the sirups in question. 

Because the prohibition law forbids 
the keeping by any one of intoxicating 
liquors at his “place of business,” @ 
case was made against Dr. Roberts, 
and he was convicted in the city court 
of violating that law. 

The court of appeals yesterday, in an 
elaborate and carefully prepared opin- 
ion, reverses this decision, ang alas 
construes the prohibition law in other 
interesting and important phases.

Thomas F, Ryan Says That He 
Doesn't Know, 


MONEY PAID TO WHITNEY 


What Whitney Did With It Ryan 
Doesn't Kanow—Ryan Denies 
Telling Grand Jury Repub- 
lican Party Got “Met” 
Money. 


New York, April 9.+—-Thomas F. Ryan 
threw cold water on the recently 
published story to the effect 
testified before a special grand 
jury that $800,000 of Metropolitan 
Street Railway money, ostensibly used 
for the purchase of the Wall and Cort- 
landt streets ferries line, had gonerinto 
political campaign fund. 

Mr. Ryan was a witness today in the 
Hariem municipal .court in a damage 
suit brought againet certain directors 
of the street railway company, and was 
queetioned at iength about the $500,000 
fund.

“He suggested that we 
put in 8100,000 apiece for the company. 
That was in 1899 or 1900, There was 
no entry made in the Metropolitan 
Street Railway company's books.”" He 
said the only information concerning 
the disposition made of the fund was 
given him by Mr. Whitney, who, he 
said, was the controlling spirit of the 
company. 

“Have you any other information ex- 
cept what Mr. Whitney told you as to 
the use of the money?” he was asked. 

“No,” 

“As a fact. do you know to what it 
was applied?” 

‘‘No.’’ 

“Did you know that when the $500,- 
000 was paid it was for the Wall and 
Cortigndt street ferry franchises?’ 

“I did not until I got notice from the 
Morton Trust Company that $111,000 
had been put to my credit.” 

Mr. Ryan then told of his connec- 
tion with the company in 1903. The 
$111,000 was credited to him while he 
was away. In i906 he resigned from 
thirty-six corporattons.

“The postmaster general will be justi-

Answer to Superior Court for Alleged.Violations 
| of Banking Laws. 


E. H. Thornton, late the president of 
the now defunct Neal bank, and W. F. 
Manry, vice president of the same in- 
stitution, were indicted in three bills 
by the grand jury at its session yes- 
terday morning. They will probably 
be served with the papers today. Late 
yesterday afternoon Judge Pendleton 
fixed their bonds at $5,000 each. 

The indictments are as follows: One 
bill against E. H. Thornton and W. F. 
Manry for lending to one concern more 
than 26 per cent of the capital stock of 
the bank of which they were the heads. 
One against W. F. Manry for false 
swearing in the statements he made 
to State Treasurer Park about the con- 
dition of the funds of the bank. One 
against E. H. Thornton for individual- 
ly borrowing from the bank, being the 
president and a director. 

The indictments were made against 
the two bank officials because of al- 
lewed violations of the state banking 


laws. 

Mr. Manry is charged with two fel- 
onies, ang Mr. Thornton. is charged 
with a felony and misdemeanor. 

The grand jury has been investi- 
gating the Neal bank for. several 
weeks, and has had several special ses- 
sions regarding the failure. It was 


, did not finish with the papers 


after this thorough examination of 


witnesses and delving into the bank’s 
affairs that the grand jury came to this 
conclusion. i 

The first bill is rade, against the 
two men on the Cuban loan deal, which 
was to the amount of $120,000, made 
by them as directors of the bank, and 
as members of the firm of C. T. Ladson 
& Co. The second indictment against 
W. F: Manry for false swearing refers 
to his sworn statement of the affairs 
of the bank which was given to the 
state treasurer every six months. 

.Or the first offense both Thornton 
and Manry are liable for from two to 
seven years’ imprisonment. For the 
second offense Manry is liable for from 
three to ten years’ imprisonment. 

The third indictment against E. H 
Thornton for borrowing from the bank, 
betfig its president and a director, re- 
fers to money he had in@ividually been 
loaned by that institution. This of- 
fense calls for a fine of $1,000 or a 
term of twelve months’ imprisonment.

“place of business’ within the meaning 
of the statute. 

If a liquid manufactured Or sold, or 
kept on hand at a public place, cannot 
be used as an intoxicating drink be- 
cause of other ingredients, or is not 
intoxicating because it dces not con- 
tadn a sufficient amount of alcohol to 
cause intoxication when drunk to ex- 
cess, the court holds that it is not 
within the prohibition of the statute, 
although it does contain as one of its 
ingredients an appreciable quantity of 
alcohol or spirituous liquor. 

It was held that the lower court 
erred in instructing the jury that it 
was a violation of law for the de- 
fendant to keep on hand at his place 
of business any intoxicating liquors, 
and that it would make no difference 
whether they were in proper form to 
be used as beverages or not. 

The court holds that liquors not in 
to be used as beverage 
do not come within the meaning of the 
law. The mere presence of atcohol 
does not bring the liquor within the 
prohibition: there must be enough to 
produce intoxication when drunk to 
excess. 

Right of Manufacture and Sale. 

In its decision the court takes the 
reasonable and logical ground that it 
could not have been the legislative 
intent to forbid the manufacture with- 
in the state of an article about the 
right to sell which there is no ques- 
tion. If the defendant had been for-

Georgia Commission Will 
Strengthen Its Rules on 
This Subject 


At the conclusion of a hearing given 
by the railroad commission yesterday 
to the Rock Comfort Lumber Company 
‘n its complaint against the Central of 
Georgia Railway Company on a de- 
murrage claim for $76, and after the 
evidence was al! in on both = sides, 
‘hairman McLendon said: 

‘] think it is proper at 
Bay that the question involved in this 
case, which is one of reciprocal de- 
murrage, is a question which has ex- 
cited attention and provoked litigation 
throughout the United States. Just 
about the time this commission was re- 
Organized last August the supreme 
ccurt of Mississipp! handed down a de- 
cision in a reciprocal demurrage case, 
8 part of which I will read for the 
information of shippers and carriers. 
The following was the language of the 
éupreme court of Mississippl: 

In twenty states reciprocal demurrage mat- 
ters are pending or have been enacted. Nearly 
all the organizations in the country repre- 
senting large shippers tave asked for re- 
clprocal demurrage. It would correct many of 
the most serious defects from which the coun- 
try ig now wsuffering. The law of reciprocal 
demurrage is founded in the soundest common 
sense and the highest spirit of equity. If 
Buch laws are rigorously enforced, we will 
hear no longer of the freight CONgstion that 
has heen s0 prevalent throughou: the past 
winter, of thousands of empty cars Standing 
unused in railroad yards in one section of 
country, and coal famines in the other for the 
want of cars Reasonable reciprocal demur- 
rage rates, fairly enacted and justly and im- 
partially @¢nforced, willl result In a quickened 
traffic the country -over, in a just recogni- 
tion on the part of the railway corporations of 
the land of what they. owe in prompt freight 
Schedules and an abundant supply of cars to 
the nublic at large. and in an equally just 
recognition on the part of the public of their 
Auty promptly to unload traffic borne to them 
in cars. and send such empties back to aid in 
further traffic. 

Georgia Rulings Sound, 


‘It will be seen from. the fact that 
the supreme court of Mississippi states 
that this question was up in twenty or 
more atates, that it was one of the tn- 
dicial conflicts over which would bring 
cut and settle very point that might 
be raised. The Georg railroad com- 
mission's rules on ines and demur- 
rage were sound, just and reasonable, 
ar.d although urged to do so it declined 
to modify them or change them. In 
Our own state these rules were in liti- 
gation In a suit recently decided by our 
court of appeals and in this litigation 
these rules were sustained. 

“In the state of Kansas a decision of 
the supreme court was rendered within 
the last few weeks and the language 
of that court was as follows: 

The provision of Chapter 346, Laws of ‘06, 
which imposes a penalty of $1 per day upon 
each car for delay in furnishing freight cars 
ordered and perraks no excuse therefor, ex- 
cept ‘strikes, unavoldable accidents and 
Other public calamities,”” is not invalid, but 
is a reasonable police regulation and !mposes 
no considerable burden upon tInterstate com- 
merce. 

“TIT mention these decisions now forthe 
information of all concerned and for 
the purpose of saving that the Georgia 
commission has kept close watch upon 
this liti~mation in other states with a 
view to improving and strengthening 
our own storage and demurrage rules 
if such a thing were possible. We 
have not thought {t wise to precipi- 
tate litigation, and in this very im- 
Portant matter, as in everything else, 
we have proceeded with caution and 
with due and proper regard to the tn- 
terests of the shipper and the inter- 
ests of the carrier. 

“The North Carolina supreme court, 
in a@ very recent case, has sustained 
the priciple of transit demurrage. 

“In “Arkansas the question of recip- 
rocal demurrage, where the demand 
Was made for cars in an interstate 
movement, was decided in favor of the 
demurrage rule, but as a federal ques- 
tion was involved that case is now on 
its way to the supreme court of the 
United Sthtes.”’

| SEWANEE LAW DEPARTMENT 


HAS BEEN REORGANIZED 


Owing to Change of Vacations From 
Winter to Summer, Effectiveness 
25 Greatly Increased. 
Sewanee, Tenn., April 9.—(Special.j)— 
The University of the South has 
changed its vacation time from the 
winter to the summer months. Follow- 
ing this change, Hon. Lyman Chalkley, 
dean of the law department, has issued 


a “bulletin’’ announcing the fteorganiza- | 


tion of the department on a scale of 
effectiveness which he says was not 
practicable under the practice of winter 
vacations. The essential features of 
the scheme are’ 

!. A comprehensive study of the law 
following the general plans in vogue at 
Yale, Ann Arbor, the New York Law 
School and the University of Virginia. 

2. The acquirement of knowledge of 
and the exercise in practice. procedure, 
forms and ethics. 

The two together occupy three years, 
but the whole is divided into two sepa- 
rate courses designated as the bachelor 
eourse and the master course. 

The bachelor course covers two 
years of instruction by text-book and 
lecture in all. the branches of the law 
as embraced in the curriculum of any 
first-class university. The course is 
grouped into junior and senior, each 
of one year. 

The distinguishing feature, however, 
of the plan is the master course, occu- 
plying the last year of the three. No 
student may be a candidate for the 
master degree unless he has first taken 
the bachelor degree at some university 
law school of high standing. 

y the master course a prominent 
feAture is the time devoted to actual 
practice, for which purpose a court 
with trial and appellate divisions, con- 
ducted with the same rules of practice 
and decorum as state courts, with a 
clerk, are provided. The dean presides 
and the court its continuously open dur- 
ing the terms. The clerk's office is 
provided with necessary forms, and 
students are required to prepare cases, 
draw pleadings and rapers, make argu- 
ments before a jury, prosecute appeals, 
and supervise the whole conduct of 
actions, whether in law or in eqyity. 

This practical application of princi- 
ples studied in the first two years of 
the course to concrete cases conducted 
under trained instructors, will no doubt 
prove a valuable feature of Sewanee's 
law school. 

The ‘“bulletin’’ is interesting reading, 
not only to the alumni, of whom a 
goodly number are in Georgia, but to 
all who are interested in higher eduy- 
“ation for southern youth.

Without wronging the gentleman, | 
think we may assume that Mr. Cannon 
—Joseph Gurney Cannon—albeit ‘he 
ejaculates ‘Scat’? whenever the sub- 
ject has mention, is willing, if not 
rleasantly eager to be made president 
of these United States. Personally, I 
like Mr. Cannon, although our rela- 
tions have never been intimate, and I 
hesitate to oppose in him -so praise- 
worthy an ambition. I might, too, were 
a White House just no more than a 
buttonhole bouquet, be in favor of pre- 
senting him with it; but since the edi- 
fice has a serious purpose, and was not 
meant to be decorative, I am driven to 
look another way.

Mr. Cannon Its honest, but not reck- 
lessly so. He has principles, but they 
are polled angus principles, and never 
an aggressive, fighting, goring horn in 
the entire herd. For all his third of 
a century in Congress, were he to die 
tomorrow no historiayg—and search 
through the whole body of our laws— 
could find a least trace of a Cannon 
impression. He fas brought forth no 
policies, led forth no wars. His 
thoughts are of himself and for him- 
self, and he has the same Instinct to 
gather power that he has to gather 
gold. And at that there is nothing, 
for particular good or il], he designs 
to do with elther. Give him gold and 
he would use it merely to get more 
gold; give him power, and he weuld 
use It merely to get more power. That, 
from the first, has been his commercial 
and political story. What does he want 
of a White House? Vanity, and to 
please his nose of fancy with the per- 
fume of possession. There its nothing 
he would do with a presidency beyond 
hold it four years. There is nothing 
he knows of that ought to be done. 
The times are utterly smooth; the pop- 
ular prospects without a wrinkle; what 
more could be asked of a president than 
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Just to look pbenignantly on? There 
you have the Cannon feeling. Should 
you share it, you ought, for the com- 
ing nomination, to be a Cannon man. 
As Speaker, chief of the appropriation 
committee, member on the floor, Mr. 
Cannon has carried a congressional gun 
for lo, these many years. He has killed 
nothing with it. There is no record 
that he so much as fired at anything. 
Given a White House gun, he would 
burn no more powder, bring down no 
more game. 


As displaying the élection craft of 
Mr. Cannon, a story is told. Mr. Can- 
non, whose region swarms with farm- 
ers, would make outa list of ones he 
ought to see. These were either Dem- 
ocrats, grown shaky, or Republicans 
whose loyalty to Mr Cannon had suf- 
fered a relapse. Taking it township 
by township, Mr. Cannon would visit 
these political uncertainties. He car- 
ried as his companion a rustical one— 
broad-chested, and taught in labors of 
the farm. 

Mr. Cannon would find his doubtful 
man a-field, busy with scythe/’or plow.
